For School Grounds 
Is Revealed 


Trustees of Menlo Park Elem- 
entary schools have directed. Lou 
Knights, district athletic superin- 
tendent, to list paving and plant- 
ing projects “most essential” to 


cevelop playgrounds at Oak 
Knoll, Hillview and Fremont 
schools. 


The authorization was given 
after Knights showed over-all 
plans for long-range develop- 
ment of grounds at the three 
schools, before the trustees 
Monday night. Full devel opment 
cannot be considered at this 
time, trustees indicated, because 
of lack of funds. 

The school board members ask- 
ed the athletic supervisor to put 
“first things first,’ in a report to 
them after viewing the following 
plans: 

Oak Knoll school: Map showed, 
in addition to facilities already in, 
a tanbark area for primary-grade 
children, at turfed area large en- 
ough to accommodate two base- 
ball fields (or one football or 
three soccer fields), two tennis 
courts, an amphitheater, and two 
combined basketball - volleyball 
courts. 

Hi!4view school: Plan shows an 
added tanbark area, four tennis 
courts, four softball diamonds. 

Fremont school: Larger tanbark 
area, two basketball courts, bicy- 
cle racks, other paving needed for 
full development. 

Knights reported that the city 
has a “definite interest” in such 
developments as those contem- 
plated by the school district, 
since the facilities can be used 
for community recreation in the 
summer and on weekends, in ad- 
dition to cooperative after- 
school programs. 

Trustee Ben Holland seconded 
this, and added that the city of 
Menlo Park has generally been 
“very cooperative’ in such pro- 
jects.

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Selection of Plants for Your Garden Poses 
Problems, Pays Off in Better Blooms 


By TERRY LEE 
The amount of plant material 
one can buy at a nursery is both 
fascinating and confusing. 
California offers the opportuni- 
ty to plant almost everything, 
from flowering evergreen shrubs 
and trees to colorful natives, and 
even hybrid varieties of Eastern 
favorites that have been adapted 
to our climate. 


The best way to make.a deci- 
sion on what to plant is to get 
some professional advice, then 
study the shrub as it grows in 
someone’s garden. It is hard to 
tell from a nursery plant just 
hew it will look at maturity. 


You are usually free to select 
the particular plants you want, 
once you have decided on the var- 
iety, and you should base your se- 
lection on these points: 

1. Avoid plants that are pot- 
bound. You will see roots poking 
out of little cracks, or know this 
exists if a large specimen is in a 
small can. This will shock the 
plant and stunt its growth, per- 
haps permanently. 

2. Select good, large stock. It 
will be more successful and 
hence worth the extra cost. 
There are a few exceptions am- 
ong the rapid growers, such as 
pyracantha, cotoneaster, escal- 
lonia. Also, small size bare root 
fruit trees are better. 

3. The shape of the plant is im- 
portant. | 

You should have your location 
in mind, and then if you want a} 
dense shrub, select one that is, 
branched at the base. | 

Individual plants within a vari- 
ety are as different as children in 
the same family. 


EXAMPLE | 

If you want a prostrate shrub, | 
select ones in nursery that are} 
trying to hang down the side of | 
the can. Of course you must first | 
select a shrub that is naturally} 
prostrate, such as Ceanothus glor- 
ious. 

Then among the 40 or 50 plants | 
the nursery may have, avoid the, 
ones with upright shoots. Of| 
course, subsequent pruning can | 
train the shape of your shrub, but | 
it is well to start right at the be-| 
ginning. 

4. Select a plant that shows 
new growth. It usually means it | 
is a healthy, active plant, and is 
an important indicator this time 
of year. New shoots are a bright | 
green, both leaves and stems. 

5. It is wise to buy shade loving | 
material that has been kept under | 
a lath, or sun-loving that has been 
left in the open. Keeping sun} 
shrubs under a lath is not too ser-| 
ious with young plants, but could | 
alter the growth characteristics of | 
an older shrub. 

6. It is important to look for the | 
presence of any insects. 

Mealy bugs, ants, aphis, scale: 
and mildew are easy to see. 

Root nematodes would be im-| 
possible to see without digging ) 
around the plant. They can siow | 
the normal growth of a plant to 
half its proper size.

However, a lot of insects can 
thrive in a year, and some nurser- 
ies, at their request, are inspected 
every six months. These are Pinto 
Tag nurseries. 

A bright green and pink tag 
(hence the name Pinto) is attach- 
ed to any of their material which 
is shipped from county to county. 
This tells the postal inspector the 
material is pest free. The govern- 
ment inspectors look at every bit 
of plant material in the Pinto Tag 
nurseries every six months.

WEEK OF MARCH 17 

Old clumps of chrysanthemums 
should be divided and replanted 
now. 

The small side shoots can be 
used, or cuttings made from the 
top growth. Three or four-inch 
lengths (bottom leaves’ pulled off) 
should root quickly in sand. 

Chrysanthemums are a big 
money crop for this county and 
grow easily here—they should 
do well for you. 

They make a good filler be- 
tween new, small shrubs—and can 
be dug up about the time the 
shrubs begin to crowd.
